Cowes, Aug. 2.—The mighty naval 
power of Great Britain assenibted off 
Cowes today gtiarding the Ozar and 
Caarifia of Russia on their visit to 
Kind Edward. Accompanied by a 
powerful flottilla of Russian warships 
the Russian Imperial yacht Standard 
with the Czar and Czarina, steamed 
into harbor this afternoon from Cher- 
bourg accompanied by beoming can- 
non. The present visit of the Czar 
is making international history. The 
mission is one ‘of diplomacy of such 
moment as riot to be tristed to even 
the ablest diplomates.

HAS CORDON OF FLOATS 


Protection of Czars at

Within Twenty Miles of the Rus-

London, Aug. 1.—The extraordinary 
arrangements for the protection of the 
Czar at Cowes might justify the sus. 
picion that Seotland Yard fears an 
effort will be made to attack the Ela- 
peror when he goes ashog Wednes- 
day to visit the whipping of Ham 
Church, When the Reyal yacht Stan- 
datd arrives tomorrow she will anchor 
near’ the shore along side of a trip'e 
line of British warships. The first 
line will be composed of battleships. 
hDay and night four picket boats 
manned by armed sailors will inees- 
santly steam around the Standard, 
Outside the radius of the picKet boats 
will be a eordon of police launches.

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 1—Six are 
known to be dead, three others are 
thought to have perished and rearty 
4 score of others are injured as a fe‘ 
sult of an explosion and fire which 
tock place shortly before 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon in the Kunio 
Manufacturing Company’s building 
adjoining the central police station. 
Atter the falling of the walls of the 
wrecked building, ‘fire’ started «o 
quickly that the attempts of the um 
fortunate ones imprisened ‘in the 
building to escape were <dutile. 
two buildings between ket street 
and central police station were quick- 
ly destroyed by the flames, fed by ace 
tylene gas, which was blown over the 
debris vy the explosion. 

The explosion is said to have take. 
place when Arnold .Kunlo, an invea- 
tor o& a new gasloine tank, and his as- 
sistant R. J. Patterson, were experi- 
menting with the,appliance. Nething 
is known of the nature of the wo 
the men were conducting. The enti 
shop was wrecked, and the workshop 
of the F. J. Wendlick Maehine Com: 
pany was demolished. Just as th 


tire was gaining headway a woman 
holding A.chikd was seen at a window 
of 77 West third street. “Throw it,” 


yelled the people in the crowd. Thd 
woman did as she was Ludden, bat 
after she had done this she hesitated. 
“Come down yourself, and do it ‘t 
the same way,’ was the order shout- 
ed from pelow. But still the woman 
hesitated. She paid not the slightest 
attention to the crowd below, but 
turning her attentron back to the 
room she suddenly disappeared, Her 
body is supposed’ to be one of those 
at the morgue. Moved by mother love 
she’ evidently had gone back for an- 
other loved one which she had left 
behind. 

Heart-rending scenes were enacted 
around the fire, Men and women 
rushed frantically about, calling the 
names of loved ones whom they fear 
ed had perished in the explosion. All 
afternoon and far into the night the 
crowds stood viewing the ruins and 
watching the struggles of the men 
who were desperately tearing up the 
debris to get at the buried bodies.

Chicago, July 31.—States Attorney

dohn B. Frohn. The indictment. of 
Frohn was in many ways the biggest 
surprise which has been sprung since 
the beginning of tha investigation. 
Frohn knew nothing of the charges 
which were being made against him 
in the jury room, and Judge Bretano 
was equally jgnorant of the charges 
Which iay ugaiist his clerk. 

Frohn was indicted on a charge of 
falsifying the publie records, a charge 
whieh carries with it a penitentiary 
sentence. It is alleged that he made 
a false entry on his s and kept 
for himself $40 which had been paid 
by two women for cests in a case in 
which each had been fined $20. It 
is declared that the fines of the two 
women with the costs amounted to 
$90. and that Frohn made an entry 
of the payment of the fine, but made 
no mention of ihe imposing or collec- 
tion of t’ie costs in the two cases. 

The icdictment of Frou was ihe 
last omcial act of the graft proMing 
jury which has spent two weeks .{ 
the hot summer months investigating 
ataft on the east side.

Murdered in His Office on Broadway

She 
has reclaimed from the wilderness, by 
opening it up to settlement, the great 
Rupert's Land, whieh is being rapid- 
ly oceupied by British subjects and 
will svon provide this country with 
all the breadstuffs which it is unable 
to oe Ay Canada, with a popula- 
tion of under five millions, accom 
plished this work without assistance, 
a greater exploit than has ever been 
achieved by any such population in 


the world.’

COMPULSION WILL FAIL. 

Calgary, Herald— The compulsory 
arbitration law of Now, Zealand is o!- 
ten quoted in this country when our 
own Lemieux act is under discussion. 
And yet it does not seem to be ail 
beer and skittles”’ in ita effect; in fact 
the impression is spreading that, like 
most other attempts to legislate com- 
pulsorily on matters affecting haman 
sentiments, opinions or desires, it 
is doomed to ultimate failure. Samuel 
Gompers the labor leader cites a New 
Zealand college man as saying to 
him that “it is now unpopular both 
with the employers aud the workers” 
and continues as follows: . “He cited 
the now well-known cases of the boot 
and shoe manufacturers who closed 
their factories rather than obey tne 
findings against them of the govern 
ment arbitrators, and the case of we 
butcher workmen, who were fined 
and went to goa) rather than work 
on terms which they deemed unjust. 
In other words, compulsory arbitra 
tion in the ‘country without strikes” 
has ended in showing itself capable of 
destroying both the business of the 
employers and the liberty of the wage 
workers, I necessarily only repeat 
the summary of the views of this na 
tive of New Zealand of English stock 
for what it may be worth, as a ree 
of sign board to the reservoirs 
further information; but it coine ides 
with the results of the recent obser- 
vations of the thinkers and doers in 
the industrial field of the United 
States.””

The fact is that all these troubles 
and conflicts arise 1rom mental con 
ditions, from false ideals or from dis- 
torted views in one or both of tue 
parties them and their only pet 
manent palition lies in the educating 
and elevating of mankind to a proper 
conception of the rights of others. ‘Lhe 
application of the golden rule is the 
unfailing cure for strife. Its com 
pleteness equals ite simplicity, No 
one believes that the Lemieux act 
is perfect. Sometimes it fails to 
work. But by seeking to induce ar 
bitration instead of compelling it the 
Lemieux or any similar act performs 
a higher mission than does the New 
Zealand law, and with each victory 
gained it marks a distinct step for- 
ward in the march of human progress.

Paper Read by Dominion Parole Officer W. D. 
Archibald Now in the City on His Annual Visit

The Dominion parole officer, W. D.} the old system, 


Archibald, now makins his anoual 
visit of Edmonton peniteniary, was 
present at the convention of Canadian 
Municipalities’ in Medicine Hat last 
week and read one of the most inter- 
esting papers of the meeting. Mr. 
Archibald, with whom an interview 
appeared in the Bulletin on Satur- 
day, is particulariy interested in the 
new Juvenile Offenders’ act, recently 
passed by the Federal parliament, 
which will likely come into effect in 
Alberta in the near futare. Upon the 
hew act and what it is intended to 
asecomplish Mr. Archibald based “his 
paper which was as follows :— 

Humiliating as it may seem to con- 
fess it, the confession must be made, 
that, notwithstanding’ all our meth- 
ods or codes of punishment, and all 
our philanthropic efforts for the re- 
construction of the. delinquent, society 
is still in a state of siege by a large 
and dangerous army of criminally dis. 
posed persons. Tf you doubt it, you 
have only to notice the bolts and bars 
on every hand, the police and the 
watchmen needed everywhere. After 
4,000 years of social order of one kind 
or another, and after two thousand 
years of the propagation of Christian 
ethics, which, if ever universally ad- 
opted, woukl do away with everything 
criminal, it still remaing a fact that 
those wh) have must still hold their 
| ita by the influence or the 
foree of might. The “mailed fists’ 
oO. govetriments ‘are necessarily held 
over every home and trust in the civ. 
ilized world, and it must be so for 
many centuries to come, 

Practically Permarent. 

All things considered, the delin- 
quent and the criminal problem may 
be looked upon as practically perm- 
anent,, and certainly we have none 
mote complex and important. The 
question is a vital one, when consid- 
ering the protection of the law-abidy 
ing portion of a community from the 
portion of society which is disposed 
to prey upon it. The most desirabi 
thing to do is to get rid of crime it 
self; either by transforming the law- 
breakers into a law-defends, or, bet- 
ter still, by preventing the citizen 
or child from ever becoming a ¢rim- 
inal, The possible preventing of crime 
is a subject by itself, and the pos- 
sible reformation of the criminal 
another, but the prime object of the 
law, thus far, is founded on the pro- 
tection of society itself. It is this 
object which underlies all sound leg- 
islation, and judgments given. It is 
this consideration which compels the 
judge to turn away his eyes from the 

~ suffering of the individual offender, 
and even from the greater suffering 
which generally falls upon the family 
or friends, and to keep his yes fixed 
on “the thousands of innocent people 
whose safety demands that the con- 
aequences of taw-breaking must be 
more painful. ,I do not believe in 
tuking an attitude toward the violat- 
ors of law, young or old, which would 
Jead them to look. upon thei offence 
us a trivial matter, or encourage them 
to look upon themselves as the vic- 
tims of wrongs or oppression, or wpon 
governments as their debtors, but I do 

believe in taking a passionless, pa- 
tient @nd impartial attitude’ toward 
them, making it as easy as possible 
jor all offenders to do right, 
and as difficult as possible 
for them to commit a criminal act, 
keeping well bevore them the prospect 
of redeeming themselves,and that they 
havé within themselves, to a great 
extent, their own destiny, 

One of the Ruling Factors. 

One of the ruling factors of our age 
is that of evolution, the idea that in 
the lowest forms of life there exists 
the promise or potency of the higher 
forms. It is the capacity of better- 
ment which redeems human nature 
from its littleness and its meanness, 
and this principle should be remem- 
bered in ‘our treatment of the delin- 
quent classes, for they have been, 
generally, the victinis of neglect, and 
have been soured and broken in their 
youth, and, notwithstanding all our 
advanced systems, they generally deel 
that the great forces ol our civiliza- 
are against them, 

The causes of social disorders, the 
relationship between pauperism and 
crime, the better housing of the poor, 
the child-placing from the crowded 
and congested slums ef our larger cit- 
ies, are all vital questions, and they 
are having the serious consideration 
of the best thinking people from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast. 

For a number of years the inspect- 
ors have mentioned the great percent. 
age of youths who have been sent to 
the penitentiaries for offences which 
do not demand a punitive treatment, 
and the- Juvenile Deliuquent’s act will 
do away with thf great wrong, and 
provide a ¢ane method in restoring 
the youthful delinquents to a good 
citizenship. It is a source of grati 
tude to know that the percentage of 
youths in the penitentiaries are stead- 
ily decreasing, angl we hope the time 
will soon come when a mere child 
cannot be found within the walls of 
a penitentiary in the Dominion. 

It is altogether unnecessary to draw 
a contrast between the systems under 
the old regime in the treatment of 
juvenile delinquents and the new. 
While we realize a great obligation 
to the discharged prisoner, we must 
also give attention to the possible 
criminal, looking out upon a new 
world through the eyes of innocent 
childhood. 

Under the new Juvenile Delin- 
quent’s act we shall protect the boy 
or girl, young in crime, but still plas- 
tic in character, from being caught 
by the arm of the law and coupled

The New Order of Things. 

[ had the honor to examine the or- 
of this new movement in 
Manitoba last January, and report to 
the minister of justice how the system 
is working out, Out of 156 cases of 
juvenile delinquency (ciildren under 
16 years of age) only two. had proved 
unsatisfactory cases. THe Hon. Mr. 
ealy, the Juvenile judge, informed 
me that the nef system had reduced 
the number of juvenile delinquents in 
the court over 50 per cent, for the past 
year, This is an evidence of what we 
hope for and expect, not only in Man- 
itoba, but in the other provinces, 
when the system is completed. 

Under the Juvenile Delinquents’ 
act no children undet 16 can be clas- 
sified as criminals, or placed under 
arrest in a jail or lock-up and brought 
before a police court, or herded to- 
gether with other ¢riminals. The whole 
in¢thod is humane and sane, 

The Great Problem. 

The great problem’ of juvenile de- 
linquenecy cannot be considered apart 
from environment. It is impossible 
to adequately judge any child who 
commits an offence apart from its sur- 
roundings, and especially from what 
they generally term “home.” A great 
majority of delinquents who find their 
way into the hands of the law may 
be traced back to the miserable alleys 
and hovels which exist in our larger 
Canadian citics, a standing reproach 
to our twentieth century civilizatoin, 
No one who knows how these children 
live ean wonder at their offences 
against society, While we are striv- 
ing in the name of humanity for many 
reforms, juyveni courts, probation 
find reformatory movements, all vir- 
tually essential for our common good, 
let us not neglect to use every influ- 
ence within our reach to remove, as 
far as possible, these breeding places 
of vice and criminal spawn, and. es- 
tablish in their place clean and whole. 
some dwellings. Let us throw. the 
dark alley open to the light of the 
day. Let us plant trees and open up 
childrens playgrounds where they are 
most needed, and give our, unfortu-

Bogota, July 28—The resignation of 
President Reyes was presented to the 


Colombian senate today and unanim- 
ously accepted. August 3 was fixed as 
the date for the election of his sue- 
cessor to finish the constitutional per- 
iod which ends August 7, 1910 
Reyes succeeded Marroquin as pre- 
sident by eleetion in January, 1905: 
Although formerly identified with the 
Conservative or clerical party, Reyes 
adopted some of the principles of the 
Liberals, which aroused the bitter 
feeling of the Conservatives, His 
most radical departure from the poli- 
cies of his predecessors were the sep 
aration of church and state and the 
estaDlishment of eapital punishment 
for treason,which previously had been 
lightly dealt with. The support given 
by Reyes to the United States-Pana- 
ma-Colombia treaty was partly res- 
ponsible for the feeling against him 
He went to Europe last month and 
oon afterward a revolution broke out, 
ut it was short lived.
